average college graduate is useless and 
will find the farm better suited to his 
capabilities than the city, was 
the 


opinion expressed by Joaquin Miller in 
an address bejpra the graduating class 
of California college In this city yes- 
terday. 


"Make the college graduate 
work 


with his hands as well as with his 
brain," the poet of the Sierras said. 
"I've seen so many worthless college 
men that I'm not greatly disposed to 
congratulate one who has done noth- 
ing but graduate. 


"The prisons are filled with idlers. 


The last time I visited the Pennsylva- 
nia penitentiary I found twenty-eight 
lawyers and forty-five

200 per cent on its product under the 
present law, which Isn't much, or at 
least Isn't enough.

"The company does not seek immunity from criticism, nor does it chafe 


under reasonable or contractual municipal restraints; it merely asks the public 
to consider its cars in the same general category with sidewalks, streets, 
bridges, sewers, waterworks, the city fire, police and health departments; and, 
in short, all other public works and agencies whose chief function is public 
service." 


Commenting on this frank statement of the City Eailway Company, the Chi- 


cago Daily News of February 9,1909, says editorially that it may be taken as "an 
indication of the notable progress of this community during recent years in dealing 
with public utility problems/ • 


"A few years ago the local traction managers demanded that they be let 


alone in.the conduct of their business. That is still the attitude of many men in 
control of public service corporations. 


"If corporations of this class had earlier accepted the point of view now 


avowed by the Chicago City Eailway Company the virulent and harmful agitation 
against them would never have gained the headway it did in this community."

service problem have been undergoing a change.

the smallest space on which the most 


owerful microscope can seize, not 
no of them (if wo may trust some oi 
30 loftier recent speculations) with- 
ut its individual life? I will tell you 
vhat is much more wonderful thatt 
his. 
It is the atomic structure of that 


lock' of Ages, that social accumula- 
ion capitalized for the joy and peace 
and blessing of the generations ever 
urging up from, the great central 
deep. 
If we could see what that is 


made of, it would be a sight as much 
more wonderful than the dance of 
atoms, as the dance of atoms Is more 
wonderful than that of midgets in the 
summer's quiet air. What countless 
struggles, failures, and successes,— 
failures that look like successes oftea, 
and successes that look like failures! 
What duties done, though hard, what 
sorrows sweetly borne, what search- 
ing for the truth, what loyalty to It 
as far as known, what grand dissatis- 
factions with things as they are, what 
resolute endeavors for the things that 
ought to be, what tears and laughter, 
and what peaceful joy of faithful wed- 
ded hearts—nay, but the catalogue so 
lengthens out as to defy our speech! 
And here I bring my sermon home to 
every private heart. This surely must 
go unsaid, that the Rock of Ages con- - 
sidered as the social fund of human 
experience, massed in the present so- 
cial order, is much more the product 
of innumerable, Infinitesimal 
fideli 


ties than of isolated genius making 
here and there its splendid contribu- 
tion to the good of life. Innumerable 
the increments by whose strength .we 
live and in whose virtue we rejoice. 
And who is there of 6s that cannot 
think some thought, or do some work, 
or ease some burdened heart, and so 
make the Rock of Ages such a foun- 
dation that men may build upon it 
with a sweeter confidence than here- 
tofore, and find its ragged crevices 
abloom with tenderer and more love-' 
ly flowers, their beauty breathing 
halm for spirits wounded grievously 
in life's hard tray? 


I found it difficult the other night to

It is not her length of days, how- 


ever, that is recalled in many distant 
corners of the earth, but her lofty 
purposes 
which have vitalized 
the 


world for three generations past. Men 
and women also paused in their work 
on that day nnd found cause for con- 
gratulation in the fact that Mrs. 
Howe, active as hits been her work !n 
former days, retains still a vital inter- 
est and takes a leading part in manv 
of the nobler efforts running through 
events today. 


Those newspaper readers who have 


been reminded of the educational ad- 
vances which have been accomplished I 
during forty years by Dr. Charles W. | 
Eliot, who retired from active serv- > 
ice last week, may not have recalled | 
that Mrs. Howe was a famous woman | 
several 
years before 
the venerable 


president of Harvard was elected to 
his position. 


To those persons In the vicinity of 


Boston it is not necessary to state 
thnt Mrs. Howe has physical strength 


• and mental keenness to take part in 
many public meetings. It is under her 
name and under her direction that the 
' Massachusetts 
legislature was peti- 


tioned at the present session, as in 
many previous years, to grant the vot- 
ing franchise to women. It was only 
last week that Mrs. Howe took a long 
carriage drive from her home, at No. 
241 Beacon street, to Jamaica Plain, 
where she addressed a kindergarten 
class of blind children, and was one- 
of the most enthusiastic 
spectators 


who observed an entertainment given 
by the children. 


She also retains that sweet, clear, 


musical voice which has been heard 
on the lecture platform throughout 
this country and at large meetings in 
London. 
She also frequently attends 


receptions 
given in her 
honor 
by 


numerous organizations of which she 
has 
been a founder or 
president. 


Among such are the American suf- 
frage association, the New England 
Women's club and the Massachusetts 
Federation of Women's Clubs. 


Her public appearances are less fre- 


quent than in former years, however, 
and in order to conserve her strength 
she receives fewer of those innumer- 
able callers who would like to visit 
her study room. 


In her household, -where her daugh- 


ters, Mrs. Laura E. Richards and Mrs. 
Florence Howe Hall, attend to her 
more arduous cares, Mrs. Howe occu- 
pies herself throughout most of the 
days in her large study, where sun- 
light falls through the windows at the 
quiet side of the house. 
Here at a 


flat table Mrs. Howe's favorite chair 
Is placed, and here she busies herself 
•with books and magazines, her corre- 
spondence and her writing for periodi- 
cals. 


Chief, perhaps, of the topics on 


which she writes the most is a con- 
tinuation of her efforts for woman 
suffrage. 
She has written recently, 


however, for a, magazine an essay on 
"Immortality."

Of that portion of personality -which 


is immortal, Mrs. Howe said three 
years ago of Columbus:—"But when 
we speak of an illustrious friend who 
•has passed away we shall speak .of

son. Prof. Henry Marion Howe, metal- 
lurgis^ of Columbia university.

generations were represented, as there 
are also grandchildren 
and a great 


grandchild. 


Congratulatory letters, telegrams and 


flora] tributes from air portions of the 
world found their way to 241 Beacon 
street in remembrance of the many ac- 
tivities which have endeared to per- 
sons in all walks of life "America's 
grand old lady." 


These tributes come from Innumer- 


able personal 
acquaintances, 
from 


women's organizations, from Russian 
revolutionists, 
from Armenians 
and

•It was just three days after the birth 


of Queen Victoria, of England, that 
Mrs. Howe was born in-New .York city. 
She was descended from tho stock of

Samuel 
Ward, a wealthy men-ham, provided 
for her that basic education, that fa- 
miliarity with Latin and Greek, and 
the practical 
knowledge 
of French. 


Italian and German, which have proved 
useful to Mrs. Howe ever since. 
It 


was her brother also who encouraged 
the late F. Marlon Crawford to take 
up the cultivation 
of 
the faculties 


which made him a distinguished nov- 
elist. 


Julia Ward was only sixteen years 


old when she liogan writing for tho 
newspapers. Eight years later she was 
married to Dr. Samuel Oridley Howe, 
of Boston, nnd aided him in his efforts 
in behalf of the Greeks against 
tho 


Turks, and in his later philanthropies 
for tho blind. 


During her earlier writings Mrs. 


Howe penned a drama, "The World's I 
Own," 
which was produced at Wai- ! 


lack's theater, in New York, by Ma- 
tilda Heron and 
the 
elder Sothern. 


During the early stages of the civil 
war, however, Mrs. Howe wrote the 
poem beginning: 


"Mine eyes have seen, the glory of tho 


coming of the Lord. 


He is tramping out the vintage where 


the grapes of wrath are stored." 


Consequently there are thousands of 


persons who know "Tho Battle Hyrnn 
of the Republic" who may not know 
that Mrs. Howe has been a Unitarian 
preacher, a lecturer and a pioneer in 
Hie causes of anti-slavery, in prison 
reform, woman suffrage, the education 
of the blind and the cause of interna- 
tional peace. 


A favorite quotation among literary 


friends in tribute to Mrs. Howe is: 
"Age cannot wither nor custom stale 
her infinite variety," but a more uni- 
versal expression on her anniversary 
might be, in her own words: 
"We 


shall speak of that which cannot di_ 
the memory of her good deeds, of her 
services to humanity."

White?" How you miss his song in 
the spring and summer time. It may 
be a. little monotonous, but it has so 
much of honor bright in it. Much ot 


I the blame for his disappearance is 
laid upon the hunter, and yet not one 
bird in five is killed by the hunter, the 
state" over. Have you ever stopped to 
think that Bob has no place to rest 
the sole o£ his foot or to shield his 
body from the hawks and other of his 
enemies? 
Bob is disappearing, be- 


cause -all his sheltering -places are 
being destroyed. The old rail worm 
fence with its weed-filled panels has 
given place to the barbed wire with- 
out any panels. The brush piles have 
all been burned; the tree tops have 
been cleared up and Bob has no home 
in Indiana today, with a very few ex- 
ceptions. 
You can have him back 


again, however, with very little trou- 
ble and no expense if you will provide 
him feeding grounds and shelter, ar- 
tificially. These can be made on idle 
ground, such as old'fields, choppings, 
wet places that are not used for cul- 
tivation by the farmer. Select a quar- 
.ter of an acre of ground that Is not 
being used for agricultural purposes 
(or more if you can spare), break it 
up and plant it with sugar cane or 
broom corn. Let it grow up and come 
to seed and fall down. This will af- 
.ford him shelter from the storm and 
from hawks, owls and other birds of 
prey. 
He can live on the seeds, of 


which he is very fond, and in the 
spring he will breed near where he 
was sheltered during the winter. Have 
a place near your house, and have ;t 
well posted and prosecute vigorous- 
ly the first man that comes near it 
with 
a. shotgun. 
A quarter of an 


acre thus planted will shelter six or 
eight covles of quail and fill your 
farm with these beautiful seed and In- 
sect destroyers. 
I would commend 


this suggestion especially to farmers 
who live on the game preserves which 
I' have organized. The same shelter 
will be as good for the birds I have 
rut 
on the preserve as for Bob 


Whit*. 
They will thus be Uept on 


the preserve and thrive mach better 
than If left to shift for themselves. If 
parties liviijg on a preserve will fur- 
nish the land I will pay for the plow- 
Ing and the seed that is required to 
make the cover, and I will prosecute 
most vigorously any man who hunts 
near such a place, whether it be on a 
preserve or on a private farm. All 
you have to do is to furnish me the 
information and I will do the rest

T was n courageous man that passed the abandoned 
coal mino twelve miles east of Bock Island, HI.,

- enlng rain, and he hurried forward, intending to camp 
..when the storm should break. As he swept down a 
alight decline into the hollow where tne huts stood 


; and started up the next gradual rise there came a 


strange, .muffled cry along the wind. The tinsmith 


/:.. glanced fearfully to right and left from under, the 


cart's hood, leaning from his seat The black curtain 


. ; was unbroken. Struck with fear he lashed his horse 


and drove on forward. At the top of the ascent he 
drew in a moment and listened. At that moment the 
first patter of drops tapped upon the roof of his 
vehicle and in a breath the storm burst upon him. 
But as be gathered up his reins he seemed to hear 
behind him; lessening into the distance, the hammer- 
Ing hoofs of a galloping horse. 


The two families that lived by the abandoned coal 


mine were market gardeners who cultivated some 
portion of-the rich land earlier overlooked in the 
search for deeper and less certain treasure. They 
.were German immigrants who had come to Rock Isl- 
and and drifted beyond the outskirts some years be- 
fore. William Heilwagcn, a man beyond middle age, 
dwelt with his wife and two grown daughters in one 
of the yet habitable huts.

They were silent, secretive people, congenial by

There was nothing to indicate that robbery had 


been the motive of the assailant. Mrs. Heilwagen's 
little savings, tied up in the corner of a woollen petti- 
coat, were found in a drawer of the kitchen table. 
It seemed likely that the murderer had come upon her 
by surprise as she sat in the rear room and had de- 
parted without even entering the kitchen. It had no.t 
been disturbed and the floor bore no tracks. 


The body was removed to Rock Island for an in- 


supplies. They could all identify the hammer as of 
familiar make, and each carried in stock dozens of 
the same pattern and shape. But none could recall 
that he had sold one to any of the Heilwagens. A 
farmer who drove to town a little later, hearing of 
tire quest along this line, cleared the matter.

They hud returned empty handed to the doorway 


when the deputy who had been left outside Informed 
Stratten in a whisper that-he had Been Heilwagen 
walk to a pile of lumber and old planks saved from 
the decay of the shanties that had been tossed in one 
corner of the enclosure and idly kick a strip of. board 
from its place to another side of the pile. Acting on 
the hint supplied by this alert watcher Stratten set 
his men at work removing the lumber. They had been 
engaged in this for several minutes, while the Heil- 
wagens looked stolidly on, when one of the deputies 
lifted something that had' been stuffed between and 
under the planks. It was a man's shirt, the front and

The accused beard the. eloquent pleadings of his 


attorneys as calmly as he had listened to the de- 
nunciations of the prosecutor. Observers could make 
nothing of him. His was not the silence of despair, 
they agreed, nor of insanity. He saw and noted every- 
thing that passed with his furtive, restless eyes. But 
he made no sign. He was, and he remained, a com- 
plete enigma. 


The trial lasted about three weeks. The jury was 


out only a short time and returned with a verdict of 
guilty. Judge Arthur A. Smith was presiding. Judge 
Smith was known throughout the State as one of the 
kindest and most tender hearted of men, one whoso 
nature shrank from the infliction of severe penalties. 
Many stories were told of him bearing upon his re- 
markably sympathetic -personality and the painful 
emotions he sometimes experienced In passing the 
judgments which fell within his duty. When argu- 
ments for a new trial were concluded he spoke calmly, 
in an even, quiet voice.

On the morning of September 5, 1881, William 


Frels, a farmer, while driving a team along the road 
through the abandoned settlement, was minded to 
stop and ask the wife of the younger Heilwagen, who 
now lived alone, a question concerning the disposition 
of her potato crop.

It was a frightened and breathless man that stand- 


ing upon his dashboard and driving his tired team 
with flailing whip, caine pounding into Rock Island 
two hours later. He tumbled from his wagon and 
hurried to the Sheriff's office, where he told of his 
terrible discovery. The Sheriff and various deputies 
returned with him to the coal mine and the first bare 
outlines of the matter were made ready for the fur- 
ther development of the case. 


The victim had been murdered in the bedroom of 


her home, which took up the rear half of the hut. 
Traces of a terrific struggle were clear about the 
place. Mrs. Heilwagen had been a vigorous, power- 
ful woman, with heavy frame and limbs hardened by 
the active life she had ever led on farm and garden.

It should be stated that this important allegation of

"When we Americans took hold for

Turkish navy. One was a navigating 
and one an engineer officer.

the Americans aboard on the? trip to 
Turkey gave up these two before the 


ported them in bed with heads cov- 
ered with blankets.

come on deck till the next day. 


"We tried to joke them about this, 


but they only shrugged their should- 
ers. That was all they ever did. That 
s about all any Turkish official ever 
did. 
They never answered any ques- 


tions about the government or any- 
thing official. 
H you were sailing or 


rowing up the Bosphorus and passed 
the mosque, where the sultan's brother 
was said to be imprisoned, and you so 
much as pointed your finger at it you 
were likely to get into a whole lot of 
trouble.

"From Cramps' yard we took about 


fifty junior engineers, machinists, oil- 
er£ and water tenders, and after the 
delivery of the Medjidia a few of them 
went into the Turkish service. I took 
the rest to Hamburg for the Cramps 
and shipped them back to America. 
The two hundred seamen and firemen 
we had shipped from New York were 
the worst lot I ever saw in one bunch. 
We discharged them at Constanti- 
nople, after they had nearly mas- 
sacred the Turkish officers and crew 
of the transport Ismia, which took.us 
all from Mitylene to Constantinople. 


"We left Mitylene about five o'clock 


in the afternoon on the Ismia. 
The 


seamen and firemen were all drunk 
They had not been allowed shore leave 
at Mitylene. but the bumboatmen and 
other . mediums had supplied them 
with plenty of 'liquor. 
There were 


Scotch, English, Irish, Canadians, East 
Indians, West Indian negroes, Arabs, 
Danes, Swedes, Belgians. Swiss. Ital- 
ians, Greeks and even a Turk was 
among them. 
There were also three

"Or. the way across the Atlantic 


our brig wns ft;ll of prisoners all the 
time and there were usually ten to a 
dozen other prisoners chained to ring 
bolts in the deck because there was 
no room for any more in the brig. We 
paid each seaman and fireman SGO for 
the trip and ?10 bonus for good be- 


and took care o£ them for a week. 


"It was while the Ismia was going 
om Mitylene to Constantinople tha-l 


! paid off the men. 
Those who had 


been fined insisted that I personally 
ivas holding back their money, and as " 
the very worst element in that ras- 
cally lot got the 
smallest pay 
the 


whole of them were soon in a fright- 
ful 
temper. 
They fought 
one an- 


othe.r and chased the Turkish sailors 
till' we had to put an armed patrol on 
the deck and in their quarters to keep 
them from taking possession o£ the 
vessel. 


"Afloat and ashore during that trip 


we had a lively time. The third officer, 


"Mityleno was awful. I and the oth- 


er Americans wore stationed 
on the 


Mcfljidia, members of her ship's com- 
pany, but we had separate quarters, a 
sopta-iite part of tho tjalli'y and a mess 
to ourselves with our own steward. We 
did just as we pleased. I, who knew 
very little about it, triad to teach the 
Turkish naval olllcors the use of the 
guns and machinery. I would take u 
gun 
to pieces 
and 
put it together 


again and show them how to use the 
hoists, but they never seemed to get 
the hang of anything. 
Not ono of 


them knew as much about anything 
pertaining to a modern warship as an 
American boy preparing for Annapolis. 
They did not seem anxious to leurn. 


"From the day we turned tho Med- 


jidia over to tho Turks I never saw 
any one polish any of her brass work. 
The capstan head, with all its inscrip- 
tions, W;IH never touched, and it was 
thick with green rust when I left the 
ship in 1905. I became ashamed of the 
guns. 
They soon got hopeless from 


rust and neglect. 
It was no use to 


show the Turks how to keep them 
clean and protected. 
They would not 


do it. Everything went to the junk 
side in a few months. After I left the 
Medjidia was taken to Constantinople, 
but she was towed there and anchored 
inside .the Galata bridge. 


"We Americans on the Medjidia nev- 


er received an order from any one. We 
did as we pleased. When we got sick 
and tired we would hold an indignation 
meeting, cuss out Turkey and all her 
works and then go off on some trip to 
Constantinople, often to Athens, once 
to Odessa, to Venice once or twice, and 
all around. 
We asked no leave-and

their supper. \\'c of the officers" mess 
were hungry, too. I finally went to 
the Turkish commander and asked 
him when food would be served. 


" 'It's too short a voyage to give 


any 
food.' he answered. 
'It's only 


twenty-four hours lo Constantinople.' 


"I reported this and we all went 


scouting for food on our own hook. 
We broke into the galley and found 
some eggs and coffee, got'hot water 
down in the engine room and divided 
up about one-half of one egg to each 
of us. 
Nest day we were starving 


and we could not find any food any- 
where. 


"Or. b'narn we had a lot o' presents 


from the Cramp? to the sultan, in- 
cluding a bunch of parrots and canary 


descended from the beautiful Rue de la 
Republique to the quays, which are 
infested with villainous Arabs, when 
three of them set on us and tried to 
knife and rob us. One of the Arabs 
got shot and the others fell back. We 
got to our launch and aboard the Med- 
jidia, safely. 


"Make any trouble? Not at all. The 


French will thank you if you kill any 
of those Arabs. 


Glad to Get a Newspaper. 


"When we went into St. Thomas on 


our trip across wo gave some of the 
men shore leave, the last any of them 
got. 
They had the town in a tumult 


inside of an hour and were fighting all 
over the place. Half of them got into 
jail and we let them stay there till we 
started away again. 


'"After we reached 
Constantinople 


Captain Eucknam. myself and six oth- 
ers entered the Turkish navy and I 
stayed in it for a year. During that 
time I was taken with typhoid and j 
nearly died, and when I was convales- i 
cent I went over to Algiers with an- i 
other American who had been very ill. 
We never saw an English newspaper 
in Mitylonc. where we v.-cre stationed 
aboard thn Madjidi:i. and I remember 
very well one Sunday morning, the day- 
after we sot to Algiers, we two were 
on the Kut! de la Republique when we 
got hold of the eastern edition of the 
New York Herald, published months 
previously, but the only copy in Al- 
jilers so f:ir as we knew. It was the 
greatest delight in the world to read it. 
and we did read it. every line, all that 
day and part of the next.

I and others have taken 
away their cigarettes and told them 
their danger, but it did not make much 
impression. 


"Nobody but their shipmates needed 


to worry about Turkish admirals bom- 
barding anything. While I was in that 
navy I never heard a shot fired the 
whole time, except once, and I fired 
that to answer a snlutc of another ves- 
sel of some European power. 
Tho 


Turks aboard did not feel safe for 
months afterward, fearing that Con- 
stantinople might misunderstand this 
unusual and warlike performance. 


"They treated us, very kindly, how- 


ever, and we each received the order 
of the Mcdjidich of the third class."

When 
cleansing hands so stained soap And 
water should not tie the tirst applica- 
tion, for nothing but a soft grease will 
bo effective, and vaseline, I believe, is of rednc 
the best dust remover, for it penetrates tention. 
all cracks, softening instead of hard- 
ening- the matter. 
Then a fluid soap 


used directly afterward 
extracts the 


grease, bringing the foreign 
matter 


with It. In cases of extreme soli mere 
washing leaves the skin in a dingy 
condition. This is the explanation ot 
many unsightly hands and a defect 
that IH easily remedied. 


There are other oily applications as 


beneficial ns vaseline for this purpose. 


Among them are sweet almond oil or 


BOft cold cream. 
The, necessary fea- 


ture of these is that the applications 
must he either liquid 
or 
one that 


liquifies quickly, or it will not be a dust 
collector. 
It is not enough tn wash the hands 


just before going to luncheon, for the 
prettiest materials in the shops soil 
the skin, while ledger work or type- 
writing makes the 'skin grimy after a 
few moments' work.

condition If the pot of grease Is kept 
near the wnshstiind and Is used In lib- 
eral (luantUles, as, for 
instance, a 


lump the size of an English walnut at 
each cleansing. To apply this Is put ; 
the palm of. the hand and the other 
hand is rubbed Into it and then the 
same motion ns In washing is gone 
through, special attention, being given 
to the 'finger tips -and nails. This takes 
about halt a minute. Then the hands 
must bo dipped Into warm, not 
hot 


water. When the temperature Is too 
high the tendency is to dry the skin. 
Any' simple soap may be used, but 
strong kinds should bo avoided. 
A 


nail brush Is necessary, but an inex- 
pensive quality will be as cleansing as 
a costly one. 


As soon as the hands are wet they 


must be lathered, and then thft brush 
rubbed over the soap and the whole of 
the palms and backs scrubbed, brush- 
ing so the skin will not be irritated, 
yet sufficiently brisk to take out the 
dirt. 
The finger tips require several 


extra strokes. Rinsing must be. thor- 
ough. Drying finishes the cleaning. 


Drying is not the simple process that 


•many persons think, and in the man- 
ner of doing it lies half the secret of 
having pretty nails. Each finger must 
be taken separately, the towel rubbed 
down the sides, back and front, begin- 


ning at the tip. The common mistake 
Is to begin at the finger base and rub 
up. which simply trains the cuticle 
down over the nails and thickens the 
tips. Bvery nail must be wiped Indi- 
vidually, commencing at thu top and 
pressing gently down to the crescent 
at the base of the nail. Only In this 
way will good shape be preserved. The 
fact that knuckles are not thoroughly 
dried many times is the explanation 
of redness.

Table Etiquette 


for Children 


Farents should begin to instruct 


their children in proper behavior at the 
table at an early age, for bad habits 
quickly form when there is lack of the 
right kind of supervision. And unless 
little folk are well mannered at their 
rneals the family is disturbed and the 
dinner, etc.. becomes one of discom- 
fort, coupled with annoyance. 


Little tots should be taught the use 


of the right hand and not the left for 
handling the table utensils and the 
sooner they can graduate from the 
spoon to the fork the better. While 
their hands are small it is wiser to let 
them drink from a mug, the handle of 
which they can hold securely, but It is 
absurd to see big children drinking 
from these infantile receptacles. 


Teach them 
how to hold a glass',

Never let them hold it in the palm of 
the hand or by the edge of the rim 
or put 
their 
fingers 
inside. Thej 


must bo marie to understand that a 
glass is delicate and must be handled 
daintily, and the necessity of being 
careful about it will help them to a 
sense of delicacy about other dishes. 


As soon as children are old enougl 


they should lie taught to cut their food 
and so become accustomed to using tin 
knife, as they had previously to tin 
spoon and the 
fork. 
Be careful t 


start them correctly, for once they go 
the right ideas they follow them, par 
tlcularly if the parents personally se 
a good example,, for children are nat 
urally imitative. When they are no

depends upon the methods employed 
and the Instruments used. It is stated 
by an authority that in the dehorning 
of over 10,000 cows with the saw there 
were no deaths due to tlie operation, 
while in cows dehorned by shears there 
was trouble afterward in healing of 
the wounds, due, no doubt, to the 
crushing, fracturing action which this 
instrument has upon old horns where 
ossification of the cores Is advanced. 


It is not usual to apply any prepara- 


tion after the operation of dehorning 
to prevent bleeding, as the loss of blood 
is not sufficient, as a rule, to bo of con- 


METHOD OF ROSE GRAFTING 


By a new method of grafting Hugo 


H. Lillienthal of Berkeley, Cal., has 
very recently discovered a new way 
of saving young roses from mildew, 
and thus preserving from destruction 
from 50 to 75 per cent of the roses of 
American gardens and hothouses. 


Liliienthal's method is a grafting of 


tender slips upon the dog rose, the 
graft entering the dog rose bark ob- 
liquely, but not puncturing the core. 


The dog rose having hard, glossy 


caves, able to resist the attack of the 
mildew, protects its little proteges and 
ends to them some of its own hardi- 
icss. This discovery is considered one 
of the most important of recant years 
to horticulturists. 


Rose growers have found that the 


lardest problem they had to face was 
that of mildew. 


It is estimated that the mildew Is 


responsible for the loss of from 50 to 
75 per cent of the younger plants in 
commercial and private gardens. So 
destructive was the fungus, in fact 
that horticultural journals, both in Eu- 
rope and America, have been pleading 
for yours with horticulturists to give 
their attention to this mildew problem 


Mr. Lillienthal's method Is new in 


two particulars—both in the method 
of the graft and its application to tlv 
mildew problem. 


It will permit the production annu 


ally from each bush of not less than 
3,000 usable rose slips. The operation 
is a delicate one and requires the mos 
care that is known to the hortlcul 
turist surgeons.—J. Mayno Baltimore 
San Francisco.

Iowa experiment station at 


A.mes tested a herd of cattle for tuber- 
ulosis with tuberculin. Those react- 
ng, and thus considered tuberculous, 
vere placed in a separate lot. and 
hose not reacting, and therefore con- 
sidered as free from tuberculosis, were 
placed In another pen. 


Then twenty-six healthy pigs were 


put in each pen with the cattle. * 


A few months later when the hogs 


were mature they were sent to mar- 
ket for slaughter and carefully fol- 
lowed to the government inspector. 


Twenty-one of the hogs that' had 


associated with the tuberculin react- 
ing cattle were found to be tubercu- 
lous, while none .of the others were 
diseased. 


Not only did the tuberculin, but so 


did the hogs test the cattle. 


While a federal veterinary Inspector 


in 1904 the writer instituted an cxperl- 


DOOR FOR THE CHICKEN RUN 


The 
small 
door opening on the 


chicken run, and for the use of the 
'owls only, may be arranged to open 
and close from the front without the 
necessity of going Inside the house. 


To make this possible the door 


should bo put in so as to slide easily 
up and down. 
Through the top of 


the door fasten a strong wire, termi- 
nating with a weight, the wire run- 
ning straight up and over a small iron 
pulley which is fastened in the ceiling 
directly over the door. 
The wire Is 


then carried across the ceiling and 
down (possibly over another pulley, 
depending on the height of the ceil- 
ing), coming out through a hole bored 
In the front of the building near the 
large door (or wherever is most con- 
venient) and where the end is finished 
with a wooden button. 


To open the door pull the wire out, 


then down to the full length of the 
wire, and slip it under a couple of 
nails farther down on the outside of 
the building. To close it remove the 
button from its iower fastening and 
allow it to slide back to the place of 
exit, and the weight fastened over the 
little door will carry it down to posi- 
tion.— SI. E. S. Hymers. 


WORST EMEMY OF GLOVER 


The Seed Midge, the Worst 


Seed Pirate Farmers Have 


to Contend With.

The worst of the seed pests is the 


seed midge. This ily Is so small that 
you may not have seen it, but you can 
find many of them In the clover fields 
when they are most abundant, and 
that is ordinarily about May 24. 


In other words, they are most abun- 


dant when young green clover heads 
are most numerous. They are abun- 
dant again late In July and early in 
August. 


They lay their eggs on tho green 


clover heads. They will not lay them 
on heads that are in bloom or heads 
that have ripened. The female has a 
long, flexible lash-like ovipositor which 
she Inserts among the flowers, laying 
an egg at the base of a floret. 


These eggs are barely visible to the 


naked eye, they are so small. 
They 


hatch in three (lays, and the grub, red-

or sometimes white,

CROPS FOR TREES 


Professor Hedrlck- gives an account 


of some experiments made in Michigan 
with various cover crops, along with 
growing trees. His experiments were 
made in large pots, with peach trees 
in them. In some pots he grew rye, 
potatoes and other crops that take no 
nitrogen from the air, and the trees 
associated with these crops stopped 
growing and ripened their wood, and 
the roots did not seem to like the 
company they were in. In other pots 
he sowed crimson clover, peas and 
beans. In these pots the trees kept on 
growing thriftily and did not ripen 
their wood early, and the roots of the 
trees and clover were so tangled to- 
gether that they could hardly te sepa- 
rated. 
Evidently the trees had bene- 


fited by the nitrates formed as well 
as the clover.' It is suggested that this 
may be a disadvantage in a cold cli- 
mate, by keeping the wood green too 
late. But it evidently showed that the 
combined nitrogen was in the soil and 
not altogether in roots of the legumes.

LIVE STOCK RAISING 


When one has young pigs and breed- 


ing stock to care for he must think 
further than merely what food will 
fatten most. 


Feeding without care is useless. Give 


the cow sunlight; it has its place in 
the economic production of milk just 
as well as good food. 


A successful dairyman feeds his cows 


this excellent balanced ration: Clover 
hay and corn fodder, all tho cows will 
eat up clean, for roughage: for grains, 
peas and oats, ground fine, and bran in 
equal parts by weight, and feed one 
pound of grain to three or four pounds 
of milk, with sixteen pounds of sugar 
beets a day. 


For 
generations 
English 
farmers 


have made extensive use of Dwarf Es- 
sex rape as a stock food. This plant 
may be described as a rutabaga run 
to head. The seed Is sown like ruta- 
baga turnips and cultivated without 
thinning. 
Sow two or three pounds 


in drills, or four or five broadcast, and 
plant In early spring. The seed is not 
expensive and the crop is easy to 
raise. 


Experiments prove that a heifer is 


easier to fatten than a steer. 


If you haven't a hog pasture It will 


pay to fence off a corner of the clover 
meadow for them. Tho hogs will get 
more value for you out of the clover 
than it would be worth In the formj 
of hay,, and save the harvesting of it. 


If whole oats are scattered 
very 


thinly"on a floor and the brood sow Is 
allowed to feed on them she will -get 
enough to keep thrifty, while not get- 
ting enough to grow fat.

THERE IS PROFIT IN SAGE 


Twenty-five cents' worth of sage secc 


will furnish about 1.000 plants. Enough 
sage can be picked the first year to pay 
for all the labor of sowing and picking 
the sage.

that distance the other. If the plants 
are planted in good soli and properly 
cultivated they can be picked three 
times each year for several years. 


THE AUTOMATIC FEEDERS 


An automatic poultry feeder to hold 
harcoal, grit or anything which it is 
esired to keep before the 'fowls all 
he timo maybe made from a cigar 
iox and a quart milk bottle or other 
iflttle having an equally large mouth. 
The box, which should be shallow, 


las a single cross-piece reaching diag- 
nally from one corner to another, 
vith an opening to fit the mouth of 
he bottle cut' in the middle, about 
lalf the depth of the cross-piece. 


Stand the bottle over this and fasten 


.he bottle upright by a strong rubber 
band passed around it and an upright 
strip of wood, which is nailed to the 
jack of the box, and which is also usea 
:o hang the feeder just high enough so 
the fowls can reach to feed from it, 
but cannot scratch dirt into it. 


The box being shallow, the space be- 


neath the bottom is proportionately 
small, so that as fast as the food is 
picked out by the fowls more falls 
down to take its place, consequently 
it is only necessary to see that the 
bottle is kept full. 


These devices for keeping feed or 


other material always before fowls are 
perhaps all right if they are not neg- 
lected and allowed to become clogged 
or foul with dirt or droppings. 
Al- 


ways replenish the supply every day or 
two, 
as in this way one can be sure 


that the boxes are clean—and cleanli- 
ness is the most important thing in 
poultry work.

The adults aro minute, black, fly-like 


insects. We find them in abundance 
on clover heads about June 12 and 
again in the middle of August. 


They are most numerous whenevc. 


there are the largest number of clover 
heads just turning brown. These in- 
sects do not lay eggs in the green 
heads like the seed midge, and they 
cannot lay eggs in seeds that are hard 


Most of the eggs-are laid in the seeds 


of flowers which have just begun to 
wither—flowers that have been fertil- 
ized and the seeds of which are going 
to develop. 


The female sticks her long, needle- 


like ovipositor into the green seed anc 
toys an . egg therein, and the grub 
when fully grown nearly fills the seed 
The adult escapes from the seed by 
biting out a hole in the shell. 


At threshing time these shells art 


swept away with the chaff, though 
many of the seeds from which the 
adult has not emerged remain behim, 
with the sound seeds. These affected 
seeds can be cosily recognized. 


Clover seed having a grub in it wil 


not grow. If yo« want a good crop o 
liny you don't want to let any of it turn 
black. To set rid of this seed pest, cu 
your clover early, as just rccomincndec 
."-cainst tho seed midge, or pasture o 
clip back in May or early June.

COUGHING AND WHEEZING PIGS 


My pig, 8 months old, had such a 


coughing and wheezing that its life 
seemed threatened, and I cured it by 
using sulphur and cream o£ tartar in 
its food. Tho pig has a dry place to 
sleep and I attribute the cough to 
overfeeding of watered separator milk. 
Its liquid food has been reduced and 
the grain ration increased. I am glad 
the cough reminded me that I was in- 
judiciously stuffing the pig, else it 
might have died from some digestive 
trouble. The pig is stiil in a small 
yard, but I feel certain that its thrift 
will be enhanced by a run to grass.— 
Clark M. Drake.

If you have shrubs that do not seem 


to be doing well it is a good plan to 
dig out the sod for a radius of a couple 
of feet and replace with rich soil and 
well-rotted 
manure In proportion ot 


about two-thirds soil and one-third 
manure. 


We always have a heap of well- 


rotted manure in one corner of tho 
garden or orchard, where it will be 
handy for use about the yard, and 
when we see a plant or tree that needs 
nourishment we go to this heap and 
get a part of a wheelbarrow load, fin- 
ish filling with good soil and fill in '• 
about the sick plant and keep it well 
stirred for a few days, and the way 
that plant booms is a caution. 


You should understand that plants - 


have ailments just as human beings 
do, and there is apt to be trouble with 
the circulation and assimilative or- 
gans, and you should proceed accord- 
ingly. Remember that a tonic is a . 
good thing for a debilitated plant aa 
well as the human organism. 


Sometimes we have a tree or shrub 


that is too erratic in its growth and 
may need cutting back to cause it to 
assume a more pleasing shape. Whero 
your lawn is small and not suitable 
for large trees there aro scores of 
small yet beautiful specimens that can 
be used. 


In the bluo spruce there is an ever- 


green that grows slowly and will not 
crowd the view, and yet its gorgeous 
color and symmetry of form make it 
the king of ornamentals; then there 
is the arbor vitae, a beautiful tree that 
adds grace to the landscape, and its 
vivid green is charming.—J. O. Shro- 
yer.
